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2. Prior Art Rejections 


(a) The Office Action rejected claims 6, 7, 13, 14 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 


Applicant has amended claims 6, 13, and 18 and respectfully suggests that the 
rejection has been overcome.
